Enclosed please find a report of median achievement 
in Reading in the secondary schools of the District of 
Columbia as provided by the mandatory 1966-67 City-Wide 


Test Surveys. 
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The data submitted are the results of the mandatory 
city-wide testing surveys for grades 9 and 11 in regular Junior 
and Senior High Schools, and grade 11 in the Vocational High 
Schools, tested on the Sequential Tests of Educational Progress 
(STEP) in October, 1966. Results are reported in terms of 
"converted scores" and corresponding "percentile bands". 


Scores by tracks can be calculated as previously indicated. 
The attached results are total grade scores not track scores. 


A converted score is a formula-based assessment to be used 
for evaluative purposes as recommended by the test publishers. 


A percentile band is a range of percentile ranks within which the 
student's "true" score will probably lie. "A percentile band 
(technically called a ‘confidence interval') is a safeguard 
against interpreting a score as more precise than it really is." (1) 


The Special Academic Curriculum classes in the 9th and 11th 
grades were tested on the Stanford Achievement Tests. These scores 
were converted to grade equivalents and included in this report. 

A grade equivalent is the grade level for which a given score is 
the estimated average. 


The National Test Medians and the D. C, City-Wide Medians 
are provided for the appropriate levels and/or Proups.

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The Basic Track In The Junior High School 


I. INTRODUCTION 


Provision for the Basic Track in the junior high schools was made in a 
report from the Superintendent to the Board of Education on May 14, 1959 which 
declared:, 

“A basic curriculum program will be set up at the first grade level and 
will continue through the senior high schools. This program will replace the 
present special classes identified as classes for atypical and overage children 
and occupational classes. Separate basic curriculum classes will be estab- 
lished for pupils who need special attention in academic subjects. The advan- 
tages of the redefinition of this curriculum sequence are as follows: 


(1) The plan will provide a continuity of curriculum organiza- 
tion. 

(2) It will place the label on the curriculum rather than on the 
child. 

(3) It will result in greater stress on the basic skills. 

(4) It will provide opportunity for greater flexibility, improved 
remedial work, and emphasis upon upgrading the achieve- 
ments of children who are severely retarded academically. 

(5) Children who must have a basic educational program at 
a standard below that of the average group will have an 
opportunity for continuous education through twelve years 
with growth and development consistent with their charac- 
teristics. 

(6) By establishing a basic curriculum in lieu of special classes 
approved by the Board of Education, children in this group 
will be embraced in the main stream of the educational 
program rather than in classes regarded as separate from 
it. The elimination of the old labels will tend to increase 
the emphasis upon the integration of this program with the 
total program in the school organization.” 


The recent report prepared by Dr. Irene Hypps, “An Evaluative Study of 
Basic Education and Related Services in the District of Columbia (With an 
appendix on Special Education.)”, submitted to the Board of Education in 
May, 1961, contains many valuable statistics which would normally be in- 
cluded in a report of this nature, but since these data are available in 
Dr. Hypp’s report, it will be omitted from this document.

The Assistant Superintendent in charge of Elementary Schools made avail- 
able Miss Margaret M. Behan, Supervising Director of Elementary Education. 
The Assistant Superintendent in charge of Pupil Appraisal provided Mr. Joseph 
D. Griffin, Clinical Psychologist. At intervals, the committee had the services 
of Dr. Ruth Newman, Co-Director of the School Research Program of the Wash- 
ington School of Psychiatry, Mrs. Anna W. Pitts, Remedial Reading Super- 
visor and Mr. Harry W. Lewis, Supervising Director, Reading Clinic. 

Following its opening meeting, the group was divided into several sub- 
committees which were given the mission of examining and reporting upon 
specific problem areas. When these reports had been discussed by the 
general committee, agreement was reached upon the recommendations to be 
derived therefrom. 

The work of the committee does not terminate with the submission of 
this report. The group will continue to meet to perform continued evaluation 
of the Basic Track Program, to make further recommendations, and to over- 
see the implementation of such of its suggestions as they prove acceptable. 


Ill. PHILOSOPHY 


There are a number'of common denominators which characterize the 
student in the basic curriculum. He is retarded in his command of the fun- 
damental skills in reading and arithmetic; he lacks mastery of spoken 
English; he is socially immature; and he gives the impression of being at 
the lower end of the I.Q. spectrum. In most cases at the junior high school 
level, it is unsound to predict whether his retardation is mental or educa- 
tional. Specific non-school-oriented conditions further complicate the problems 
of this child, for he comes in disproportionate numbers from homes with de- 
prived social backgrounds and limited—if not non-existent—academic hori- 
zons. This child is in need of massive remediation and intensive cultural 
enrichment. 

For this student, junior high school life will seem no different than it is 
for any other. The child in the basic curriculum will share teachers, facilities 
and services with all the children in the school. The panorama of broaden- 
ing experience to which he is exposed will be the same as that presented 
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to other students. He will share curricular offerings with students in the regu- 
lar curriculum to the degree that he can profit from them. He will be a mem- 
ber of the student body receiving neither more nor less than any other child. 


IV. CLASSIFICATION 


This section is designed to focus attention on the methods of placement, 
retention, promotion and/or graduation of children in the basic education 
program. Reference is made to the report of The Committee on Health and 
Special Education Services of the Board of Education, dated May 14, 1959, 
at which time the following statement of purpose and objectives was pro- 
nounced: 


"The aim of the Basic Program should be upgrading of children. 
Those who are academically retarded will be placed in basic pro- 
grams and moved out when their development has reached accept- 
able standards. . Flexibility between the basic and regular program 
should be stressed. Factors, other than I.Q., such as achievement 
level, motivation, and interest need to be considered in the place- 
ment of pupils.” 


Placement in the basic track should be made on the recommendation 
of the Department of Pupil Appraisal after a clinical examination. Princi- 
pals may place students in this group pending a recommendation from the 
Department of Pupil Appraisal. Students may be placed in a basic class 
pending a clinical report provided they are more than three years below 
grade level in reading and arithmetic and have I.Q.’s in the slow to low 
normal range. 


Promotion, transfer, and graduation should be accomplished on the basis 
of achievement commensurate with the ability of the child, improvement in 
the student's adjustment to social situations, demonstrated progress in han- 
dling personal problems, and the child's development of wholesome attitudes. 
It is equally important that the basic student understand that he must earn 
his promotion and that advancement will not be automatic. The basic 
student may be graduated from junior high school on successful comple- 
tion of the ninth grade basic curriculum. These children should receive the 
same diploma as all other graduates and participate in the graduation exer- 
cise without any mark of differentiation. 

Pupils may be transferred out of basic classes when it is determined 
by the Department of Pupil Appraisal that they need more specialized school 
placement such as sight or hearing conservation, city-wide social adjustment 
or Boys’ Junior-Senior High School. 

Principals will review the progress of basic track enrollees once each 
semester to determine if a change of curriculum assignment should be made. 
These reviews must be made a matter of record by a notation by the principal 
on the student’s permanent record. The principal's review of an individual 
case should be followed by a decision to upgrade the student, or to continue 
him in the basic track or to refer him to the Department of Pupil Appraisal 
for further evaluation or clinical follow-up. The pupil should be retained in the 
basic track only in the presence of evidence that he cannot adequately per- 
form in an adjacent track. 
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V. CURRICULUM 


Many studies have shown that in large urban areas, a sizable proportion 
of the educable mentally handicapped children come from sub-standard homes. 
Research and experience have shown that modifications introduced into the 
child's environment in the form of cultural, nutritional, and educational meas- 
ures can have a marked effect on the pupil's intellectual as well as his social 
and physical growth. An effective: curriculum for basic track children must 
be meaningful in terms of his experience background and translate to him 
the outside world in which he must make a place. 

Pupils assigned to basic track classes in the junior high schools will have 
mental ages ranging from about eight to twelve. Curriculum materials must 
meet the needs of the low mental age of these students and yet be sufficiently 
sophisticated to appeal to the chronological age of the group. This calls for 
mature content in texts and workbooks, adult plots in stories and poems and 
careful avoidance of teaching aids identical to those to which the student was 
exposed in the elementary school. 

The most important immediate outcome of the committee’s work was the 
development of experimental study. guides for the major subject areas. The 
various Supervising Directors and selected teachers working under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. LuVerne C. Walker, Director of Curriculum, prepared curriculum 
guides in English, mathematics, science and social studies which will be tried 
out on an experimental basis this year. Other guides in health and family life 
education, home economics, and industrial arts are in production. The names 
of the personnel participating in this project are reported in Appendix I. 


VI. ORGANIZATION OF BASIC CLASSES 


The junior high school years present many problems in the normal growth 
and development of average youngsters. With the basic class pupil these 
problems are different in degree, not in kind. 

Classes must be kept small so that there is time for much individual guid- 
ance and remedial work. The 18 to 1 pupil-teacher ratio already approved 
by the Board of Education should be maintained. 

When there is more than one section of basic track students in a partic- 
ular grade in a building, these children should be grouped in their academic 
classes according to ability. 

The junior high school is designed to provide opportunities for wide and 
varied experiences from which the basic class student must not be deprived. 
These students should take part in all the activities of the junior high school, 
where they can learn to participate with other children on relatively equal 
terms. This includes acting as monitors and participating in athletics, boy 
patrols, student council, clubs, assemblies, movies and school drives. 

Departmentalization is a requirement in the basic program just as in 
any other. Basic classes should be organized on the seventh, eighth and ninth 
grade levels in the same manner as the regular classes. There must be no 
labels attached to homeroom designations which would tend to stigmatize the 
child. The program for a basic homeroom should appear like that of a regu- 
lar section, even though subject matter content will be different. 

The skills in homemaking, industrial arts and physical education should 
be taught by the regular teachers of those subjects in the school. All basic 
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class children should be given the opportunity to benefit by these experiences. 
The basic section teachers should work as a team, with frequent confer- 
ences to discuss the problems that arise. 


Vil. TEXTBOOKS 


One of the major problems in this area has been the provision of text- 
books which have a psychological appeal for the basic class student. Many 
of these students read below the fifth grade level. Some, indeed, are non- 
readers. These children are resentful of elementary school textbooks with 
the large type and childish illustrations, the immature plots, and the grade 
markings on the book cover. 

A major effort on the part of the textbook committee involved the selection 
of elementary level textbooks already on the list, but not in current use; of 
new elementary textbooks to add to the list; and of newly developed compat- 
ible materials which are beginning to appear in this field. 

In developing this new textbook list, the textbook sub-committee had the 
valuable assistance of the subject matter supervising directors concerned and 
of teacher committees in the several fields. The names of these persons are 
reported in Appendix II. 


VIII. ARTICULATION AND GUIDANCE 


The transition from one school level to another requires many adjustments. 
These problems of adjustment become even more perplexing and of longer 
duration for the pupil entering the basic class. An orientation program de- 
signed specifically to meet these needs at all school levels must be planned 
and followed. 

In many instances the greatest adjustment will be faced by the parent. 
The school must make certain that both the parent and the child are fully 
aware of the child's educational problems and the reason for his school place- 
ment. Sincere, serious efforts must be made to show parents that placement 
in the basic tract is not punishment for lack of accomplishment, but is an 
opportunity for their children, under properly trained personnel, to achieve their 
highest potential. 

For each level, there must be certain standards of excellence to be achieved. 
To be sure, there will be pupils whose achievements will fall above or below 
these standards as under-or-over achievers, but such criteria should be estab- 
lished as a goal toward which. we all should work. The following grade ex- 
pectancies and characteristics may serve as guides: 


Non-Reader Group Chronological ages 7-9 
Mental ages 4-6 
Have not begun to read. 


Primary Group Chronological ages 9-11 
Mental ages 5¥2-7 
Experience reading: 
primers and simple books 


Intermediate Group Chronological ages 11-13 
Mental ages 7-8 Y2 
First to third grade materials 
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Secondary Group Chronological ages 13-16 
Mental ages 812-12 
First to fifth grade materials 


For each basic student, there should be a cumulative folder which will 
follow the student from elementary through senior high school containing the 


following: 


1. A personal record including characteristic traits, strengths and weak- 
nesses 

2. A family or home picture 

3. Anecdotal records to reveal development or tendencies 

4. A complete testing record with dates on the individual analysis by 
the Department of Pupil Appraisal, achievement tests in tool subjects 

5. The health record with notes of special defects or treatments 

6. Samples of the pupil’s work at the intermediate level 

7. Dates and results of reviews of basic track placement 


Basic class students should be included in all orientation programs. Par- 
ticular emphasis must be placed upon the problems of individual pupils in 
the course of counselor visits to junior high schools. Upgrading must be ap- 
proached with a determination to gamble through cross-tracking. 

Continuous effort must be kept to prevent dropouts leaving without future 
plans of placement. When the basic class pupil approaches the age of sixteen 
and indicates by his performance that he is planning to leave school, a con- 
ference with the pupil and parent should be arranged. Plans for referrals to 
the proper agencies should be presented, for example: the Department of 
Vocational Rehabilitation, the U. S. Employment Service, the Job Training 
Program at Randall Junior High, the Armed Services. Initial contacts with 
these agencies should be made by the counselor. The pupil's record and 
suggestions of any occupational skills should be made available for consul- 
tation. Follow-ups by the counselor or a specialist involved should be routine. 

School guidance services must be available to the post-school basic. 
These services should be coordinated with appropriate community agencies.
